COAST INDUSTRY. 


An item is going the rounds of 
the press which says that the num- 
ber of persons in California en- 
gaged in agriculture is not over 
125,000. It is not even that many, 
for the census report gives the num- 
ber engaged in agricultural opera- 
tions of all kinds as less than 80,000. 
Thisis less than 10 per cent. of the 
total population, and seems very 
small until it is compared with the 
figures for other States, when it is 
manifest that for a State having re- 
sources as varied as those of Cal- 
ifornia the farming population is 
not disproportionately small. 

Taking the country as. a whole, 
we find 7,000,000 people devoted to 

agriculture, and this is just about 
14 per cent. of the whole popula- 
tion, workers and non-workers. 
But in California there are mining 
and other primary industries to a 
greater extent than in a majority 
of the States, and this is a sufficient 
explanation of the smaller per cent 
whose occupation is agriculture. 
In the first place, only 17,600,000, or 
about one-third, of the people of the 
United States are included in the 
table of ‘occupations’ in the 
census. 

It is not to be understood that 
the other two-thirds are all idlers 
or non- producers and children, for 
umong them are included the great 
bulk of the female population, 
whose household labors are not 
classified for census purposes. Com- 
paratively, California is as little 
subject to the reproach of laziness as 
any State, for it stands near the 
head in order of precedence of gain- 
ful occupations, 

Out of 864,000 people 376,000 or 44 
per cent. are credited with having 
occupations, and the only States 
and Territories having a larger pro- 
portion are Idaho, Colorado, Neva- 
da, Arizona and Montana, where the 
great excess of males over females 
explains their precedence. 

Even busy Massachusetts, where 
they employ children of tender 
years in mills and factories, has but 
40 per cent. of her people in the 
tables of occupation, while New 
York has but 37 per cent.; Pennsyl- 
vania, 34; Ohio, 31, and West Vir- 
ginia, 28.

MEMORIAL DAY. 
The Manner in which it was 


Observed in Keno. | 


A Large, Imposiog FProcession— 
Decorating the Graves--Exer- 
cises at the Theater, Etc. 


At an early hour this morning 
the town was filled with strangers, 
and they, in common with others, 
seemed anxious to contribute some- 
thing towards paying homage to 
the departed dear ones who fought 
to maintain the principles they be- 
lieved to betheright. At 10o0’clock 
Virginia street, Commercial Row 
and Second street were crowded 
with people. It was 11 o’clock, 
however, before the  provession 
began to form. Grand Marshal R. 
H. Lindsay and Aids J. F. Alexan- 
der soon had the line formed in the 
following order :

One of the most touching inci- 
dents at thecemetery was the deco- 
ration by the printers of the grave 
of Albert Knox, a young member of 
the craft, who died two years ago.

After a atirring piece by the 
band, Bishop Whitaker, the Orutor 
of the Day, was introduced. He 
had the sympathy of his friends, 
who knew that he was in anything 
but good health, haying been under 
the Doctor's care for several days. 
His remarks were listened to with 
the closest attention and seemed to 
awaken an unusual interest and 
thoughtfulness in the minds of his 
hearers. He said. 

Nineteen years ago the ple of 
this couutry were engaved in war, 
to see, in the words of Lincoln, if 
all men were free and equal. I. 
was settled, by the sacrifice of 
200,000 lives, that a government 
of the peeple, for the people and by 
the people“ should not perish off 
the face of the earth. ‘To-day this 
whole people meet to decorate the 
graves not only of those who fell 
tighting for the Government, but of 
those who fell opposiug it. This is 
a wonderful thing. know noth- 
ing like it in history. The Greeks 
and Romans crucified hundreds of 
prisoners taken in war; but this 
nation pardons its enemies, dec- 
Orutes their graves and writes 
‘brother’ over them. I believe the 
reot of all this change is love of 
country. Had the war lasted but 
six months we should not now be 
decorating the graves of our ene- 
mies. When the war broke out 
the feeliug was intense, and no man 
or newspaper dare speak in favor of 
secession. Had peace come then it 
would have been a peace between 
factions. But God had another 
lan. It was necessary tbat the 
value of this country should be 
burved into the hearts of men. 
God’s hand was visible in all our 
affairs,and we may take comfort in 
the thought that it was God work- 
ing out his plans. It would be a 
waste of this great occasion to 
spend the hour in simple eulogy of 


the dead whom we honor and ip 


whom we glory. Let us try to 
draw some lesson to guide 
us. What is love of country? 
It is not the desire for some selfish 
aim. It is not drifting with events, 
It is not mere self-gratulation at our 
country’s great extent and great 
yrospects, It is something of the 
1eart as well as the hand and of the 
head. It is something which 
springs up at every mention of our 
country. It is the sume in patriot- 
ism as love of God is in religion. 
The springing up of all classes when 
Sumter was fired on wasa fine ex- 
hibition of it, Itshould be founded 
on principle and established in 
knowledge. It can be cultivated, 
and fundamental in its cultivation 
must be a thorough understanding 
of the system of government, and 
the points wherein it differs from 
other governments. Every boy and 
girl should be taught these differ- 
ences, and that it is the will of the 
majority which governsand not the 
will of any man. Every parent 
should teach his child the lesson. 
Iu school we should teach some 
thing of it. 

Another thing necessary is sym- 
pathy with the spirit of the Gov- 
ernment. To be members of one 
family is not to be alwaysin sym- 
‘pathy with it. The mass of our 

ple are in sympathy with the 
vernment; but we have classes 
who prefer self. Wehave a wealthy 
class who board their wealth and 
forget those outside their circle. 
We have another class more dan- 
gerous who are ignorant of our in- 
stitutions, and who have no desire 
to under-tand them; who think 
liberty means license. Whether 
our country is able to assimulate 
these divergent forces and live 
through the contentions of civil 
factions, time must show. 
lieve it is. Another thing neces- 
sary is respect for those in author- 
ity. The true conception of a na- 
tion is a moral personage. It is 
exceedingly importaut that every 
citizen should perform all the du- 
‘ties of citizenship. it is easy to 
is ens 
bigh 
offices, but everyone should remem- 
ber that his duty begins at the bot- 
tom. He should aitend the pri- 
mary meeting, and, if a few men

ultimately upon bim, and attended 
to his duty, we should see & great 

ness never dreamed of. Then we 
could say, with Samuel Adams, 
„My greatest boast is that I am 
an American eitizen,“ and with 
Daniel Webster, When my 
eyes shall be darkened for the last 
time to behold the sun in the 
beavens, may I not see him shining 
on the broken and dishonored frag- 
ments of a once glorious Union; on 
States dissevered, discordant and 
belligerent; on a land rent with 
civil feuds and drenched, it may be, 
with fraternal blood. Let its last 
lingering glance rather behold the 
glorious emblem of the Republic, 
now known and honored through- 
out the world, still full high ad- 
vanced; its arms and _ trophies 
gleaming in their original lustre, 
not a stripe erased nor polluted, nor 
a single star obscured, bearing for 
its motto no such miserable interro- 
gatory as ‘What is all this worth?’

opes—Heow the Comstock May 
Profitably Worked. 
According to a recent treatise on 


ropes, issued by the William Orton 
Manufacturing Company of Ster- 
ling, IIIs., the distance to which 
wire rope transmissions may be ap- 
plied ranges from 50 to 60 feet up to 
several miles. As an example of 
long transmission, attention is di- 
rected to that of Schaffhausen, 
Switzerland, at the Falls of the 
Rhine. Here 800 horse power is 
carried diagonally across the line, 
and extended for a distance of two 
miles, and there distributed amon 
50 different manufactories situa 

in every imaginable position, and 
embracing all the varied arrange- 
ments of changing directions, 

Wire rope transmission comes 
into use at the point where a belt 
or line of shafting becomes too long 
to be used profitably. In point of 
ecouomy itis much cheaper than 
its equivalent, either in shafting or 
belting. This method has been ex- 
tensively introduced in Europe, and 


with great success for several years 
t. It isnow receiving a rapid 
development in this country. It 
has the advantage of transmitting 
— in any direction, up or down 
Lill, across rivers, around buildings 
or obstructions of any kind, and 
thus makes available mapy sources 
of power which are otherwise ube- 
less. 

The ropes hang free in air, and 
require no protection from the 
weather, except an occasional coat 
of warm coal tar, which may be ap- 
plied to the rope by pouring froma 
can into the grooves of the wheel 
while running. Instead of coal tar 
raw linseed oil may be swabbed on 
the rope to keep it.from rusting, 
and thereby preserve it. The ropes 
run perfectly smooth and noiseless 
on vuleanized rubber filling, and 
are not affected in the least by wet 
or cold, snow or ice. 

The GAZETTE has several times 
proposed that power from the 
‘ruckee river be transmitted to 
the Comstock for worklug purposes. 
Though many io this section rather 


ing journals favored it and thought 
it thoroughly practical, and it is. 
If the Standard mine at Bodie can 
send ore more than half a mile, 
at much less cost than when teams 
were employed, the same plan may 
be employed with more economy 
at a distance of twenty miles. The 
proposition involves no question ip 
engineeriug that. cannot be readily 
solved by practical mechanism. If 
acable transmitting power can be 
made to work successfully one 
mile, it can be made to operate for 
an almost indefinite distance if 
there is sufficient power to keep it 
in motion. The Truckee river 
water, properly utilized, will fur- 
nish 10,000 borse-power. Consent- 
ing that one-fifth of this is ex- 


hausted by friction, then there will 
still be sufficient left to do most of 
the work on the Comstock. The 
Truckee river, as it flows by 
Reno, bas a fall of 45 feet 
to the mile—a flow never less 
than 30,000 to 50,000 inches of 
water. Its volume now amounts 
to at least 1,000,000 inches. This 
may be stored by means of dams 
so that in the Summer when the 
fountain-heads are nearly drained 
there will be all the power re- 
quired, ‘The same cable that trans- 
mite the working force can also 
bring down ore to be worked at the 
riverside, The expense of the plant 
would not be so enormous as some 
would imagine. A thoroughly 

ulpped wire tramway can be 
built at a cost not_exceeding $5,000 
per mile, and for a long distance 
the expense would be considerably 
less, As the distance between Vir- 
ginia and Reno is not more than 
20 miles, the proposition is worth 
figuring on. The day will come 
ohen the tremendous power of the 
Truckee will be utilized; perhaps 
not in this generation, but some 
time.
